The KoiDg at Lakeside yesterday was macb 
heavier than on the preceeding day and nothing 
bnt horses that rnn well on a deep track showed to 
advantage. The nsnal large crowd was present bat 
the betting was comparatively light, 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a handicap parse of $900 for threa-year-olds 
and upward at one and one-sixteenth miles Dr. 
Stephens was made the favorite, but this time 
Hoodwink, the second choice, tamed the tables on 
him. Scarlet Lily, closely attended by Lady Strath- 
more, showed the way antil well into the back- 
stretch, where Dr, Stephens took command and 
held it by a narrow margin antil nearing the tarn 
for home. Along here Hoodwink passed into the 
lead and was never afterward headed, winning 
easily by one and a half lengths from Dr, Stephens, 
which beat Lady Strathmore two for second place. 
Little Knapp was too weak to hold Hoodwink to- 
gether in the last sixteenth and she swerved badly. 
Even at that, however, she had snch a pall in the 
weights that Dr. Stephens could not overtake her. 
The latter ran right ap to the good form he has 
shown of late. Lady Strathmore tired palpably in 
the closing strides and ran nowhere near the good 
form she showed at St. Lonis. Scarlet Lilv made 
np ground fast in the last eighth and would have 
finished third in a few more strides. 



The opening race of the day, a dash of six and a 
half fnrlongs for three-year-olds and upward, 
proved to be an easy thing for Prne, second choice in 
the betting. OS in front she ran Sandflea into early 
submission and then came away almost spread- 
eagling the field. She won by five lengths from 
Ben Frost, which beat Old Mike four lengths fur 
second place. Ben Frost moved up fast when turn- 
ing for home and finished strongly next to the in- 
side rail. Old Mike easily wore down. Sandflea |in 
the last eighth struggle for tbird place. Tom Col- 
lins showed early speed, but appears to be of no 
present account. 

The second race, a six fnrlongs dash for three- 
year-olds and upward, resulted in quite a surprise, 
Howendobler an outsider in the betting winning 
somewhat easily. Henry of Trastamare was made 
an 8 to 5 favorite, but he ran a poor race and never 
gave his numerous backers the faintest hope for 
success. Howendobler got off fourth, but at once 
shot to the front and for the flrst quarter was 
closely pressed by Eva’s Darling but after that 
easily drew to the front and remained there to the 
end, winning by two and a half lengths from Fili- 
form which beat Banish a short head for second 
place. Filiform was under a keen drive all through 
the stretch and managed to got up in time to nip 
Banish on the post. The latter finished next to 
the inside rail, faltering slightly in the closing 
strides. Eva’s Darling ceased to bo a serious con- 
tender after straightening for home. Henry of 
Trastamare has certainly trained off and ran no- 
where near his best form. 

Gregor K. was in a soft spot in the third race, a 
six and a half furlongs scramble for two-year-olds. 
He was made a 7 to 10 shot and won as the betting 
Indicated. Off in front ho ran Rankin into early 
submission and then came away with a ruth, win- 
ning in a big canter by four and a half lengths from 
Jove, which beat Rankin one length for second 
place. Jove was much the best of the others. 
Rankin displayed much early speed but maintained 
it for about five furlongs only. Ho tired fast in the 
last eighth struggle. The Don fell away beaten 
after the first three fnrlongs had been run and 
appeared to labor heavily in the going. The others 
wore never serious contenders. 

Chickadee was certainly the best in the fifth 
race, a dashlof one mile and seventy yards for 
three-year-olds and upward. She ran Tickful into 
early submission and then came away at call, win- 
ning easily by one length from David 8., which 
beat Ida V. six lengths for second place. David 8. 



finished strongly and easily showed he was the best 
of the others. Ida V. tired after six furlongs had 
been run. Althea, as usual, made up much ground 
in the final half mile and finished with a rush. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one mile and 
seventy yards for three-year-olds and upward, 
proved to be an easy thing for Lena, held at 3 to 1 
in the betting. After Inverary II, had led for five 
furlongs Hoar took Lena to the front and she was 
never afterward headed, winning eased np by one 
length from The Ledaean, which beat Hub Prather 
two lengths for second place. The Ledaean was taken 
next to the inside rail when turning for home, thus 
saving much ground. Hub Prather ran in improved 
form. Great 8tar ran well for six fnrlongs, as did 
also Tulare. It was a bad lot. 

The track was beginning to dry out fast toward 
the close of the day’s sport, but at its best today it 
will be slow. But two more days of racing remain 
to be run.

Miss Liza, when ap- 
parently beaten and not riding her out for third 
money. 

G. C. Bennett’s three-year old Ed Austin, which 
was dangerously sick with typhoid pneumonia dur- 
ing the Worth meeting, has sufficiently recovered 
to be moved from the Worth track to Roby and will 
bo shipped next Sunday to join the remainder of 
the Bennett horses at Montgomery Park, Memphis, 
Tenn.

MIDLOTHIAN AND FIRENZI GONE. 



Within a short time two of the greatest celebri- 
ties of the Rancho del Paso stud have passed away, 
viz., Midlothian and Firenzi. Midlothian sired 
winners of about $1,0CC,0C0, of which Sir Walter, 
winner of ths Brooklyn Handicap, contributed 
nearly $129,0M, Firenzi was the best race mare 
that ever trod the American turf, in all likelihood, 
winning forty-seven races and $110,671, while in her 
first sixty-five starts she was “out of the money” 
but once. She carried as high as 128 pounds to vic- 
tory, and at the longer distances this little mare 
(she was about fifteen bands in height) was invin- 
cible. Daring her turf career Firenzi twice won the 
Champion Stakes at Monmouth Park and ran 
second in it once, twice won the Monmouth 
Cup, the Firenze Stakes at Jerome Park and 
the New York Handicap at Coney Island carrying 
126 and 128 pounds, and the Freehold Stakes, one 
and a half miles, at Monmouth Park, no less than 
three times, and in successive years. Her winnings 
were as follows: $12,710 as a two-year-old, $22,630 
as a three-year-old, $36,116 as a four-year-old, $19,985 
as a five-year-old, $14,470 as a six-year-old and $4,760 
(ran but three times) as a seven-year-old. Firenzi 
was brought to Rancho del Paso iu the fall of 1891 
along with the king of our turf, Salvator, and the 
pair were mated the following spring, the produce 
being Firenzeta, who, sent to the stud early, is the 
mother of the fair turf performer, Rassenzo, a 
three-year-old this season, Firenzota’s first foal 
died at foaling time. The second of Firenzi’s pro- 
duce was Pearl V., who shines as the dam] of 
Lapidus, a fast and game little fellow, also a three- 
year-old. Both were developed by Walter B, Jen- 
nings. Firenzi defeated every great race horse of 
her day save Salvator, which was her stable com- 
panion, the scalps of Kingston, Raceland, Riley, 
Eurne and Elkwood, Exile and The Bard, Hanover, 
Montrose, Connemara, Wary and Terra Cotta hav- 
ing dangled from her little belt. But it 'was as a 
racer that she shone brighter than any star in the 
mare firmament, for when she was sent to the stud, 
immediately after six years of bard campaigning, 
Firenzi had not had the time to change from an 
athlete into a model stud matron, and it will ever 
be thus when such action is taken with great race 
mares. 

Burns A Waterhouse have a beautiful place just 
out of Hopeland, on the edge of Mendocino county, 
and recently fitted it up in first class style. They 
have for stallions, Altamax, Mount McGregor, Ed- 
die Jones, First Tenor, Lovdal, Colonel Wheeler and 
Take Notice, the last named being the only old 
horse in the collection. Their mares are for the 
most part noted turf performers, they being Bit of 
Fashion (winner of the Debutante Stakes at St. 
Louis), by Forest— Welcome ; Berna (dam of 
Bernota and Oakingtan), by Cheviot— Sweet 
Peggy; Cosette, dam of Captain Coster, 
Zeta, Candelaria, Cozenza, Corolla and Maxette) by 
Joe Hooker— Abbie W., therefore a sister to La 
Scala, dam of the great Sir Walter; Duckling (dam 
of Adirondack), a stake winner, by Brutus— Decoy 
Duck; Decoy Duck (dam of Long Lady, Duckling 
and Dnekoy), a stake winner, by Longfellow— Call 
Duck; Dulcie Larondie, a winner, by Himyar— 
Lou Pike (dam of the unbeaten French Park) ; 
Early Rose (dam of Ebony, Eddie Jones and Tem- 
prano), by Duka of Montrose— Talega; Free Love 
(dam of Lovdal, Norblieh, Midlove, Bee Bee 
and Dunfree), by Luke Blackburn- Janet Nor- 
ton; Happy Maiden (dam of Rollick and Torso 
Maid), by Midlothian— Felicity ; Hoolou (dam 
of Homage) by Joe Hooker — Lon Spencer; Humid- 
ity (a stake winner and sister to Mabel Glenn, 
Gatalpa, Dungarven, by Hindoo— Calpburnia; 
Juanita (winner of thirteen races and dam of Alta- 
wan), by Galore- Druidess ; (Kruna dam of Amo- 
runa), by Plevna— Abukru ; Miss Ban, by Major 
Ban — Louisa D.; Miss Rowena (a stake winner that 
won eighteen races as a three-year-old), by Mid- 
lothian— Paloma ; Mistletoe (a winner and dam 
of City Girl, Mistleton and Mythrox, by 
Thad Stevens— Mistake; Napamax (a stake 
winner that captured seventeen races in three 
seasons), by Maxim — Napa; Picnic (a stake 
winner and dam of Nicnac, Alma, Recreation, 
Excursion, Galeae, Sea Bass and the great Maxnic) 
hy Mr. Pickwick— Countess; Paiomacita (a good 
winner) by Surinam— Paloma (queen of the B. A W. 
farm and a most phenomenal producer, dam of 
Palomita, Armitage, Examiner, Paiomacita, Don 
Clarencio, Miss Rowena, Panamint, Yellow Tail 
and Polonius) by The Drummer — Canary (dam of 
Candid); Rnstrice, by Flood— Rosetta ; Recreation 
(a stake-winner that won fifteen races) by the great 
Morello— Picnic ; Shasta Water (a stake winner 
which won sixteen races) by Maxim — Tyranny; 
Sonomis (dam of Alsono) by Joe Hooker— Blizzard ; 
Sweet Faverdale (winner of twelve races, including 
two stakes) by Faverdale— Sweet Home (a wonder- 
ful producer) ; Sweet rose (dam of Spainwar) by 
Flambeau — Fairy Rose (dam of Racine, Flirt, 
etc,), and last, not least, Talluda (dam of Lord 
Chesterfield, Bonibel, Lomond, David S., First Love 
and Thaddeus), by Enquirer- Tallulah, a great 
producer. Besides, the firm owns the good race 
mare. Heigh Ho, by Himyar— Janet (best long dis- 
tance mare of her day, which ran four miles in 
7:254). The success of Burns A Waterhouse as 



breeders is very distinct, and when one looks over 
the list of their mares and sees what performers 
most of them were and that those which did not 
win were producers of note, their success is easily 
understood, for they are breeding from stake win- 
ners or producers of stake winners, while all the 
sires they are using were stake winners. That is 
the way to fix a type and blood will tell nearly 
every time. Nearly all the great race horses of the 
world were bred to be “phenoms,” having many 
generations of stake horses in unbroken suc- 
cession on both sides of the bouse. Alta- 
max, the premier stallion on the farm,t|is 
the most phenomenal voang sire in the far west, 
and perhaps no other stallion in America begot 
three such youngsters in one season as Alsono, 
Maxnic and Thaddeus. And Altamax will almost 
surely improve with age, for stallions are seldom 
at their best until at least fifteen years of age. 
Norfolk was tweuty-six when he begot the unbeaten 
El Rio Rey, Joe Hooker seventeen when he sired 
Yo Tambien, Longfellow about eighteen when 
Longstreet came into the world, Leamington an 
old horse when the undefeated Sensation saw ths 
light. Musket very ancient when Maxim wan begot- 
ten, and so we might go on, statistics showing that 
nine times out of ten a stallion is not at his best 
until at lea.st fifteen years of age and oftener at the 
height of hie powers when nearer twenty. And 
speaking of Maxim, Barns A Waterhouse have 
more of this blood than almost any one, and it is 
becoming eagerly sought after. — San Francisco 
Breeder and Sportsman. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A dispatch from Washington to Monday’s Morn- 
ing Telegraph says: “Jockey Redfern yesterday 
engaged with C. R. Ellison to go to New Orleans 
and ride his horses. This will give the Ellison 
stable a strong hand at the Crescent City meeting, 
and effectually disposes of the report that Redfern 
would go to the Pacific coast this winter. Pa Red- 
fern and Ma Redfern both have a strong penchant 
for New Orleans, and their inclination, no doubt, 
bad much to do with ths lad’s decision. It is very 
probable that John E. Madden will also utilizB 
Redfern|s services at New Orleans, and between his ' 
and Ellison’s horses the lad will have plenty of 
mounts,” 

“Out at the track yesterday there were quite a 
number of visitors, looking over the improvements 
and watching the early arrivals at work. The 
track was full of the sprinters and stake horses, 
and the rail was lined with stable boys, jockeys and 
the remainder of the talent. In the morning 
McChesney and Lucien Appleby were given a warm- 
ing up, and the Saturday’s arrivals were out to 
limber up after their long ride,” says the New 
Orleans Picayune of Monday, 

“Secretary Sheridan Clark was also on hand 
having just returned from a dying trip to New 
York. He has been out looking up the stake entries 
in the east, while Harry White has been doing the 
same kind of work in the west and Rufus Bush has - 
been looking out for local affairs. 

“The stakes closed on Saturday at midnight, and, 
of course, the entries have not all arrived as ye(, 
but the bunch already in hand would indicate that 
all the stakes have filled in good shape. The de- 
mand for entry blanks was much larger this year 
than last and the horsemen asking for these blanks 
came from the class of owners who have the very 
best racing stock in the country. Secretary Clark 
was confident that there would be much better rac- 
ing than ever before, and better racing every day. 
The increase made in the daily parses, none being 
less than $((X) now, would in itself assure the best 
horses that will be raced in the winter. The |7(X> 
overnight handicaps are also being considerably 
talked about. The club will, this season, give 
away in purses and stakes over $)5,000, and as the 
expenses of ^e track have increased an increase 
will be made in the admission fee. This price of 
admission will be double the old charge, with the 
exception of ladies, and there will be no advance 
for them. The club is of the opinion that the in- 
crease will benefit rather than injure the race meet. 
It will keep out an objectioaable class of people 
for one thing, which will mean an improvement in 
itself, 

“The work on the buildings is nearly finished. 
The stand is painted and turned over, and the pad- 
dock is about finished, with the exception of the 
stalls, and they will be up in a few days. This 
week will be devoted to cleaning up, and by next 
Hunday the race coarse should be ready for the 
opening. 

“There were no new arrivals daring the day, but 
word was received that Sidney Bender has a string 
on the road which will arrive from Washington to- 
day, and Ben Walden will also arrive with a big 
string, which will come direct from his farm near 
Baltimore. 

“All daring the week the runners will be arriving 
and by the end of the week the Chicago specials 
will be made up and started south.
